feeds" and project "Terminator." 


Perhaps you think that I have been seeing too many 
science movies, but this is not a preview of the next 
sci-fi horror movie. It is, in fact, the next generation of 
seeds which are now being developed, and which, in a few 
years, barring radical events, will be grown in fields all 
across America and the world. 

I hope you are amazed and appalled by the develop- 
ment of a self-sterilizing form of life. Perhaps you think 
that farmers would never buy and t such seeds, but 
you are wrong. They will have to buy them if they want to 
continue planting the most productive seed varieties. Over 
a period of time, all commercial seed varieties will be ge- 
netically engineered to possess the suicide gene. Farmers 
will have to choose between buying inferior or washed out 
varieties and the newest and most productive varieties. 

What is all the more and lling is that our 
tax dollars have helped to pay for the future enslavement 
of the farmer and tial endangerment of the world 
food supply. The U.S. ment of Agriculture, along 
with the Delta and Pine d y — primarily a 
¢etton seed company — have developed the suicide seeds. 

Monsanto is currently pursuing the purchase of the 
Delta and Pine Land Company. They are aggregating as 
many of the crucial gene patents as possible. They have 
not announced their purpose or goal, but if I wanted to 
control the world food supply, I would pursue the course 
Monsanto has been —s for the past several years. 

Although the commercial introduction of Terminator 
oti lies in the future, there are already genetically engi- 
neered crops in the fields. Watch those corn and soybean 
signs. The ones that say "Bt" have had an organic pesticide 
4 el pe ce samba wane take a bite of 

leaf or the seed crop, they will die. There are no re- 
uirements in the U.S.A. for food to be identi- 
2s containing genetically altered plant material. 

The problems with “Bt" crops are many, not the least of 
which is that at a maximum of 30 years, the pesis will de- 
velop a resistance to one of the most common and ef- 
fective organic pesticides in use today. Thirty years is 
Monsanto's estimate; others think the process will take far 
less time. 

When asked about their public responsibility, Monsanto 
replied, "Our interest is in selling as much of it as possi- 
ble. Assuring safety is the FDA's [Federal Food and Drug 
Administration) job.” 

A pesticide is already in our food and in the genes of 
the crops all around us. in 2 few years there will be sui- 
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ing: "Terminator — coming to 
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a field near you.”

Y2K BENEFIT 

Brad Frantz, director of 
the Garrett County Office 
of Emergency Management, 
gave an update on the 
continuing efforts of his 
office and state emergency 
officials in addressing possi- 
bie problems of Y2K, or the 
changeover from 1999 to 
200C. He reported that the 
State is replacing three 
generators in Garrett Coun- 
ty at no cost to the local 
agency. The generators are 
located at Thayerville, Deep 
Creek Lake State Park, and 
in Oakland. 

"Since we share these 
generators with the siate, 
these new generators will be 
@ boost for us at ro cost,” 
Frantz said. “I guess we can 
look at jf. as a bonus of 
Y2K." 

So far, the simulated 
crises tests related to possi- 
ble Y2K failures have been 
successfully handled both by 
the local emergency office 
and the state agencies. The

TAX COLLECTION 

Patty Glover, treasurer of 
Garrett County, reported 
that rate of tax collection 

this year is possibly break- 
ing a record, with $11.5 
million in iotal receipts 
being collected in July. Lasi 
year at this time, the total 
was $9.9 million. Of the 
$11.5 figure, about $10 
million of that is actual 
taxes, with the rest consist- 
ing of other receipts. Glover 
reported that about $15 
nillion in property tax rev- 
enue is expected to be col- 
lected this year. 

Glover also reported that 
her office has been visited 
by a representative of Dis- 
cover, who gave a presenta. 
tion on how the office could 
begin accepting tax pay- 
ments on credit card. The 
process would be restricted 
to Discover cards only, and 
any feces assessed would be 
the responsibility of the 
person using the card. The 
county office would have no 
fees attached to the process. 
Glover said the company is 
waiting to hear if the com- 
missioners agree to the 
process. 

The treasurer said that 
paying by credit card could 
be convenient and would 
result in quick payment to 
the county, but she also 
stated that she could see a 
down side to it. 

“People who are late on 
paying their taxes are prob- 
ably already in a financial 
bind,” she said. "With an 
interest rate of 20 or 21%, 
this could mean they would 
really be digging a hole for 
themselves. They would 
have to be really diligent in 
their payments to the credit 
card over the next _ few

As | have said previously, sometimes 
we do not encounter God until we arc 
down and out and have nowhere cise 
to turn like Jacob, for instance, when 
he was fleeing from the wrath of his 


the priest of Midian...” (3:1). It was 
probably the most tranquil period in 
Moses’ life. No more of the intrigues 
of the Pharoah’s court. No more run- 


Jethro out in the wilderness was so un- 
complicated in comparison with the 
life be had previously lived. 

I have encountered God in both 
places: at tie bottom of the pile and in 
the quietness of the wilderness. That 
doesn't mean that God had not tried 
to speak with me elsewhere and pre- 
viously, but only that I had not heard 


God who at last was able to get my 
aitention. 

The solitude of the wilderness can 
play tricks on us, We may see, hear 
and think things that wouid not occur 
to us anywhere else. This gives God a 
Chance to get our attention. In the case 
of Muses, it was a desert bush that 
burned but was not consumed. When 
we visited Si. Catherine's monastery 
in the Sinai desert a few years ago, the 
monks showed us a desert bush that 
burns without being consumed. it 





doesn’! matter to me, however, if this 
was samply a litthe-kncwn natural phe - 
nomenon, + hallucination oO: a super 
sormal expericace. God was finally 
able to get Moses | atteation. 

Of course there was more to & than 
that. There »=.s also Moses’ willing- 
aces 0 “taro aside and see this great 
sight, why the bush is not banat” (3.3) 
Moses could have reacted usflerently 
He might have cerned himsetf tina 
the bush only appeared to be borning 
and persuaded himsecif thet what he 
saw was not really happening. 

Moses, however, did tum aside to 
observe what was happening and, 
whea God cailed to him, he replied 
“Here am I” it is difficult for us to cn- 
couater God uniess we arc willing to 
turs aside to cee what God may be 
doing in our midst, uniess we are ready 
to answer, “Here I am.” 

ON HOLY GROUND 

Moses’ encounter with God may 
have begun with no higher motivation 
than curiosity, but i soon became a 
sense of awe aad wonder. “Put off 
your shoes from your feet, for the 
place on which you are standing is 
holy ground.” This nondescript spot 
of wilderness was a place where 
Moses would encoumucr the Lord and 
he needed to respoad with revereace. 
In ancient times fire was 1 phenom- 
enon through which God sometimes 
revealed himself and taking off one’s 
shoes was a sign of reverence. 

The message of that divine-beman 
encounter was both good news and 
bad news. First, the good news: God 
had heard the prayers of his afflicted 
people and he will redeers them from 
their Egyptian captivity. Aad, second, 
the bad news (at least for Moses): he 
had chosen Moses as the instrument 
of that redemption. Moses’ over- 
whelming reaction to this bit of news 
is that he is unworthy and incapabie 
of doing this job. He is right, of course, 
he is NOT worthy or up to this task. 
He doesn’t have to be, for God prom- 
isea: “But | will be with you” (3:12). 

The key here is not Moses’ self-suf- 
ficiency, but that of God. Whatever 
Moses needs to be for this task, God 
will provide (just as in the story of 
Abraham and Isasc God provided 
whai was needed on the mountaintop). 
God makes that very same promise to 
ws when he calks us—bdut first we must 
find the place in our lives that is holy 


ground.

Gasoline Prices 
Jump 7¢/Gal. 
During August 


Maryland gas prices sky- 
rocketed 7 cents in the last 
month to $1.22 per gallon 
for self-serve regular un- 
leaded, according to AAA's 
latest monthly survey of 
over 2,000 Md. gas stations. 
This is the sixth consecutive 
month gus prices have in- 
creased. This means that 
Labor Day motorists will 
likely be paying 15 cents a 
gallon more for gas than 
they did the last Labor Day 
holiday, according to AAA. 

Those tiaveling outside 
the Maryland area this La- 
bor Day holiday wili find 
average prices for self-serve 
as follows: New England, 
$1.27 per gallon, Midwest, 
$1.20 pez gallon, and South- 
east, $1.17 per gallon. 
"Those heading west will be 
hit the hardest at the 
pumps," said Myra Wieman, 
spokesperson for AAA 
Mid-Atlantic. The average 
price for self-serve unleaded 
is $1.42 for the west coast, 
with California averaging 
$1.55 per gallon. "Some an- 
alysis are predicting even 
high numbers as long as 
OPEC remains committed 
to output reduction,” said 
Wieman. 

Even with the continuing 
increase, Maryland area gas 
prices are still 4 cents 
cheaper than the national 
average. Nationally, gas 
prices jumped 8 cents in the 
last 30 days to an average

State Outlines 
New Teacher 


Incentive Plan 


Faced with an tea- 
ching force, rapidly rising 
enrollments, and insufficient 
numbers of quality teacher 
candidates, State Superin- 
teadent of Schools Nancy S. 
Grasmick recently proposed 
a second package of teacher 
incentives to the Maryland 
State Board of Education. 
Many of the incentives that 


incorpo- 
rated into House Bill 9 du- 
ring the 1999 legislative ses- 
sion. 

"This new incentive pack- 
age meets the state’s need 
for a comprehensive ap- 
proach to teacher recruit- 
ment. It is not enough for 
the state to recruit teachers. 
We must recruit and retain 
enough quality teachers to 
Maryland students 
the rigorous perfor- 
mance standards .we have 
set for them,” _ Gresmick 

said. 


The plan intodes con- 
ducting a multi-media mar- 
keting campaign to <ucour- 
age people to enter 
the 
educate the public as to the 
challenges and rewards of 
teaching. Marketing efforts 
would include a statewide 
showcase of teacher talent, 
a regional recruitment pro- 
ject, an MSDE teacher-in- 
residence program, Internet 
recruitment, and a series of 
print publications and pub- 
lic service announcements. 

The plan would expand 
teacher mentoring programs 
by providing an additional 
$16" million to establish 
these programs in local 
school systems across the 
state. Providing mentors to 
novice teachers is said to 
increase their effectiveness 
and reduces teacher attri- 
tion.

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THE SUN In September, sunlight hours each day 
drop from 13.0 on the Ist to 11.9 on the 31st. The sun's 
mid-day peak height drops from 58 to 47 degrees (45 de 


grees is halfway up). Fall officially begins on September 23 
when the sun's most direct rays cross the equator, moving 
south. On this day over most of the world, the sun rises 
due east and sets due west. September 26 is break-even 
day when day and night are each [2 hours in length 


THE MOON September opens with a nearly half 
full moon in the early morning hours. On September 2 the 
moon appears haif full (like a backwards "D”") in the early 
daylight hours. On September 5 the forms 
a charming triangle with Venus and a bright star in the 
eastern dawn. On September 9 the moon swings from the 
morning to the evening side of the sun. In mid September, 
the men can again be seen as a slender crescent low in 
the western dusk. On September 16 the moon appears 
over the planet Mars in the southwestern dusk. On Sep- 
tember 17 the moon is half full (looks like a "D") and at 
its best for viewing its surface features with binoculars or 
telescope. The moon is full on the night of September 24- 
25; this is called the Harvest Moon, offering extra evening 
moonlight through month’s end. The Harvest Moon will 
be near the planet Jupiter on the 26th and 27th in the late 
evening sky. 


THE BRIGHT PLANETS — Our five nearest planetary 
neighbors appear as points of light that shine steadily, 
conipared to the flickering stars. As soon as it gets dark, 
look for yellowish Mars, low in the southwest. Mars will 
appear over the bright star Antares in mid September. In 
the late evening, the bright planet Jupiter can be seen in 
the southeast. Below and to the left of Jupiter is the 
planet Saturn. At down the planet Venus is awesome in 
the east, becoming higher and more prominent as the 
weeks pass. You can also see Jupiter and Saturn in the 
southwest at dawn. The planet Mercury is too close to the 
sun to be seen in September. 


SEPTEMBER’S STAR SIGHTS — On September eve- 
nings, the Big Dipper crouches over the northern horizon; 
its two rightmost stars point upwards to the North Star, a 
modest star about halfway up in the north. To the right of 
the North Star is Cassiopeia, a zig-zag pattern of stars. 
Nearly overhead is the white-biue star Vega, now the 
brightest star in view. Vega with two other bright stars 
form the Summer Triangle, now the brightest star group 
in view. In September the Summer Triangle points south. 
Twinkling furiously low in the west is the golden star Arc- 
turus, which lies along the arc formed by the Rig Dipper’s 
handle. In early September when the evening sky is moon- 
Jess, you can glimpse the Milky Way from dark sky loca- 
tions. You'll see a dull glowing band running from the 
northeast through the top of the sky and down to the 
southern horizor. This glow is caused by many distant 
suns.

Farmers Warned 
To Be Aware Of 


Aflatoxin In Corn 


Crop producers in the 
Southeasi-—including Mary- 
land—should always worry 
about aflatoxin contamina- 
tion as the corn harvest 
season approaches. But a 
drought year like 1999 pres- 
ents all the more reason for 
concern. 

Aflatoxins are the poi- 
sonous byproducts of As- 
pergillus, a mold fungus 
that thrives during hot, hu- 
mid weather. They are 
highly toxic to livestock and 
people; and they can prove 
fatai to animais within 7/2 
hours when consumed at 
high-dosage levels. 

Drought-stressed corn is 
especially vulnerable to 
inold infestation and subse- 
quent toxin production, 
noted Arvydas F. Grybaus- 
kas, field crops plant pa- 
thologist for Maryland 
Cooperative Extension at 
the University of Maryland. 
Dr. Grybauskas explained 
that the greatest likelihcod 
for infestation is triggered 
by insect damage during 
pollination in drought- 
stressed fieids. 

hes these 
suggestions for farmers to 
prevent or reducethe levels: 
of aflatoxin contamination: 

- Harvest corn when the 
moisiure content is above 
20%; then rapidly bin-dry 
the corn to at least 15% 
moisture in 24 io 48 hours. 

-Avoid damage during 
harvest. Damaged kernels 
can become injected during 
storage, even if they were 
not infected in the field. 

-Store corn at 14% 
moisture or leas; below 12% 
almost completely inhibits 
mold growth and toxin 

roduction

- Keep storage and feed- 
ing facilities clean. Asper- 
gills fungi can survive on 
residues left in storage 
areas and infect the next 
batch of grain. 

If drought conditions 
prevail during the next 
growing season, it is advised 
to irrigate corn during polli- 
nation when possible. This 
can greatly decrease the 
crop’s susceptibility to mold 
infestaiion. 

As this year’s harvest 
season geis under way, 
information will be offered 
on testing corn for aflatoxin 
contamination.

Soil moisture 
inaproved slightly as topsuil 
moisture was rated 15% 
very short, 34% shor!, 48% 
adequate, and 3% surplus. 
Subsoil moisture condition 
wus 48% very short, 36% 
short, and 16% adequate. 
Garibay reported that 
pastures in central, 
southern, and castern shore 
counties were greening up 
due to the rainfall and that 
more farmers will be able 
to harvest a fourth cutting 
cf hay. 

Late crop soybeans will 
be aided from the recent 
rainfall; however, the rain 
came too late in the season 
to provide any positive 
effects for full season soy- 
bean and cor». Grain corn 
harvesting was at 7% com- 
plete. Sweet corn, peach, 
and cantaloupe harvesting 
are neazing their comple- 
tion for the state.

Drought conditions across 
most of the state appear to 
be taking 2 toll on Mary- 
land crops. Projected corn 
for grain yield is 9) bushels 
per acre, down 19 bushels 
from last year’s estimate of 
109. Corn production is 
expected to be down 17% 
from last year. According to 
the Crop Progress Report 
for Aug. 1, corn condition 
stands at 10% very poor, 
26% poor, 42$ fair, 20% 
good, and 2% excellent. 
Currently, some farmers

for silage as a means of 
salvaging their corn crop. 

For soybeans, yield is 
forecast as 26 bushels per 
acre, down 5 bushels from 
1998's final estimate of 31 
bushels per acre.

Using the Kernel Milk Line as an 
Indicator for Harvesting Corn Silage 

Recent research has shown the kernel milk line to be 
a rough indicator of corn silage moisture levels. On the 
average, silage moisture levels will be about 70% at full 
dent, when the milk line first appears, and will fall to 60% 
at physiological maturity (black layer). 

There often is considerable variation between years, 
however, and when conditions have been particularly dry 
or wet for several weeks prior to harvest, the moisture can 
be as much as 5-percentage unit different from that 
predicted by the milk line. When this line reaches the 
midpoint of the kernel (half milk line), silage yields reacn 
a maximum and the crop moisture level should be near 
65%. At this point, the stover part of the plant has goud 
digestibility, aad the moisture is at the desired level for 
storage in airtight silos. 

If the corn is to be stored in bunker or upright silos, a 
higher moisture level and a slighily earliex harvest (one- 
third milk line) are recommended. By monitoring the 
progression of the milk line, you cen predict harvest time.

one’s driver's license is to its bearer. Life without a 
driver's license in this day and age is extremely re- 
strictive. This realization by some Maryland legisla- 
tors has yicided a couple of laws that are now reap- 
ing major harvests. 

t was reported this week that the law which re- 
vokes the driver's licenses of “deadbeat dads” (and 
occasionally moms) has had a dramatic eftect in the 
pllection of child support monies. Those who are 
ore than 60 days late in making their court-ordered 
payments receive notice that, unless they pay up 
ithin the next 20 days, their licenses will be re 
pked. Since 1996, when the law was enacted, these 
ifresponsible individuals have paid over $103 imillion 
im child support to the mothers (occasionally fathers) 
af their children, money that undoubtedly would not 
ve been paid without this law. 

It is also a law in Maryland that youth who decide 
P quit school at age 16 are not permitted to test for 
heir driver's licenses uatil they are 18. This law has 
giso kept in school a number of teens who would 
herwise drop out. 

Some critics say that possession of a driver’s li- 
se is a right in this vountry, a right that should 
ot be revoked for offenses that are not relaied to 
riving.

___On Deep Creek Lake 


SAILING ON DEEP CREEK LAKE 
by Ted Rissell 


Labor Day weekend is 
the traditional time for the 
Commodore's Cup Regatta 
at Deep Creek Lake. This 
yéar was no exception. Sat- 
urday dawned partly cloudy 
with a gusty 5 to i0 mph 
east wind. Thirty-eight sail- 
boats answered the half- 
hour warning signal. By the 
second race that day, the 
wind had increased to a 
gusty and shifty 10 to 15 
mph, and rain threatened. 
The fleet decreased to 32 
boats. On Sunday, tropical 
storm Dennis hit Garrett 
County. Winds were mea- 
sured at 15 to 25 mph, with 
forecast gusts to 35. Sec- 
tions of the lake with a long 
fetch from the east were 
covered with white caps. In- 
tcrmitteat rain was often 
horizontal — a thoroughly 
miserable day. Frank Mee- 
han, commodore of the 
Deep Creek Yacht Club at 
Deerhaven and race com- 
mander for the weekend, 
ventured forth. He was as- 
sisted by Matt Mathews. 

A course was set in the 
lee of Turkey Neck. Safety 
patrol Larry Perez stood by. 
The VHF weather channei 
blared from both yacht 
clubs and the committee 
boat. There were frequent 
consultations between the 
race committee boat and 
the two yacht clubs, as rac- 
ers phoned the clubs to de- 
termine if the, race would 
be held. 


At 11:15 a.m. the race 


committee announced it | 


was a go. But by 11:30, af- 
ter a series of particularly 
strong squalls, and decreas- 
ing visibility, the race was 
postponed. 

Four Laser sailors ven- 
tured forth. They reached 
back and forth in the area 
between Turkey Point and 
Holy Cross, usually with lit- 
ile more than the rudder in 
the water, as the boats 
planed across the lake.

DNR Announces 


Hunting Seasons 


For Waterfowl 


Maryland Department of 
Natural Resources (DNR) 
secretary Sarah Taylor- 
Rogers has announced the 


‘selected dates and bag lim- 


its for the 1999-2000 water- 
fowl hunting seasons, which 
fall within the frameworks 
established by the U.S. Fish 
and Wildlife Service 
(USFWS) and have been 
submitted for final approv- 
al. While the USFWS 
guidelines permitted the 
opening of a limited Atlan- 
tic Population (AP) Canada 
goose season, Maryland will 
continue a closed season. 
"We asked hunters what 
they thought about a limit- 
ed season, and a strong ma- 
jority of hunters who re- 
sponded were opposed to 
opening a season which 
would allow fewer than half 
of Maryland's waterfowl 
hunters io participate,” said 
Secretary Taylor-Rogers. 
"In addition, many hunters 
said they thought waiting to 
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open the season would en 


able a more rapid recovery 
of this valuable species 
[here are about 25,000 
wateriow! hunters in Mary 
land, and in order to regu 


late a harvest of only 12,000 
birds, strict control miea- 
sures would have been 
adopted, including a lottery 
to issue permits and a tag 


giag system to prevent ove! 
harvest. Most hunters’ com 
meats indicated strong dis 
approval of such a lottery 


system, and they expressed 
their willingness to wait 
until greater migrant Cana- 
da goose flock numbers 
would allow more liberal 
bag limits at some point ip 
the future. 

During the last decade, 
Maryland has led the effort 
to balt the decline of AP 
Canada geese, according to 
Taylor-Rogers. In addition 
to being the first state to 
take voluntary action to re- 
strict harvest in the late 
1980s, Maryland has invest- 
ed significant resources to 
ensure that breeding ground 
surveys are now in place to 
monitor the status of AP 
Canada geese. 

There is substantial evi- 
dence of sustained popula- 
tion growth of AP geese, 
evidenced by an upward 
trend in the breeding pair 
index in the Ungava Region 
of northern Quebec, from a 
low of 29,000 in 1995 to 
77,500 in 1999. In addition 
there have been three suc- 
cessive years of good gos- 
ling production. Feosletion 
modelirg suggests that the 


AP goose fo flock will contin- 


ue to experience population 
growth, increasing rapidly 
after 2002. 

The 1999-2000 waterfowl 
hunting season will include 
60 days of duck hunting, 
with a five-duck limit. In 
addition to the regular five- 
duck bag limit, hunters may 
take one additional teal 
during the duck season. 

Taylor-Rogers also ap- 
proved a 107-day snow 
goose season that will be 
extended to the closing 
framework date of March 
10, to increase hunting 


pressure on this = 
ulation and to 
ricultural and ccdbigical ¢ 


damage caused by snow 
geese. The first two seg- 
ments of the snow goose 
season will run from Oct. 
16 to Nov. 26, and from 
Dec. 6 to Jan. 31. The third 
segment of the season will 
start Feb. 2 and continue 
through March 10. Howev- 
er, snow goose hunting will 
be allowed only on Mon- 
days, Wednesdays, Fridays, 
and Saturdays during the 
third segment. 

This spreads the 107 days 
allowed for snow goose 
hunting across the fall and 
winter period when snow 
geese a significant 
threat to agricultural crops, 

ures, and coastal wet- 
ds.

Possession 
of a HIP Permit is required 
of all hunters who hunt mi 
gratory birds in Maryland, 
including those who are ex 
empt from possessing an 
annual hunting license (i.c.,

The Maryland waterfowl 
stamp and free HIP permit 
are at Maryland 
license agents and 
DNR regional service cen 
ters. Hunters may obtain 
federal duck stamps at U.S. 
post offices and national 
wildbfe refuges. 

Hunters are reminded 
that nontoxic shot is re- 
quired while hunting water- 
fowl and coots. The posses- 
sion of lead shot while wa- 
terfowl hunting is prohib- 
ited. Federally approved 
nontoxic shot includes steel, 
vismuth-tin, tungstea-iron, 
tungsten polymer, tungsien 
matrix, and tin. No nontoxic 
shot larger than No. T may 
be used for waterfowl hunt-

They also 
stressed that the planning 
commission is not a deci- 
sion-making body. The 
commission can only recom- 
mend action to the commis- 
sioners, who must make the 
final decision. 

The option of a county- 
wide referendum vote on 
the issue was also discussed, 
and the commission mem- 
bers said this route could 













they will not recommend 
any avenue until after hold- 
ing more public meetings 
on the issue. 

Speaking in favor of 
some land use regulations 
was Grieg Johnson, Mc- 
Henry, who has supported 
the ides at oiher public 
sessions. Jeff Conaor, a tife- 
long’ resident of Avilton 
who resides oa his family's 
156-year-old farm, said he is 
not,in favor of personal 
property restrictions, but 
that he would prefer that 
big businesses be rest. icted 
to certain areas, such as the 
industrial parks. Falter said 
the Smart Growth initistives 
should be enough to keep 
growth in those aveas, and 
that further regulations are 
not necessary. 

Near the end of the 
discussion, Bender asked 
for those in favor of zoning 
to stand, end one person 
rose.

On September 1, Glen- 
dening lifted mandatory 


statewide water and open- 
air burning restrictions, but 
kept the open-air burning 
ban in effect for Western 
Maryland because that re- 
gion had not yet received 
enough precipitation to re- 
duce the risk of wildfires. 
Over the past weekend, 
however, western Maryland 
receiveci an unusual amount 
of rainfall, with many areas 
reporting over two ‘inches. 
State Forestry officials and 
Secretary Taylor-Rogers de- 
termined that this rainfall, 
along with the cooler tem- 
peratures and higher hu- 
raidity, had significantly 
lowered the KBDI (Keech- 
Byram Drought Index) 
readings for the four west- 
ern counties. Taylor-Kogers 
concluded that the risk of 
wildfires had decreased 
enough to lift the mandato- 
ry ban. 


The weekly drought 


monitoring figures detail 
toe fiftii full week of water 
conservation and water sup- 
ply measurements since the 
governor declared a state- 
wide drought emergency.

However, significant rainfall 
in the ensuing three days 
dramatically increased 
stream flows to a statewide 
average of 216% of normal. 
As of September 7, nearly 
every ‘iver across the state 
flowed at a level above 
100% of normal. 


Water capacities in the 
State’s reservoirs climbed 
slightly throughout most of 
Maryland for the week end- 
ing September 4, and next 
week’s figures should show 
that the weekend rain con- 
tinued to fill reservoir lev- 
els. However, most of the 
State’s reservoirs, partic- 
ularly in the Baltimore met- 
ro area, remained below 
ncormal capacities. 

As expected with the lift- 
ing of mandatory restric- 
tions during the middie of 
last week, statewide water 
conservation decreased, 
averaging 10.5% below the 
5-year average. The previ- 
ous week had seen a 16% 
drop in water consumption. 

"Although our water sup- 
plies are no longer in im- 
mediate danger, Maryland 
remains in a drought emer- 
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Mitigation Help 
states Comprehensive 
Flood Management Grant 
Program and $61,750 from 
the Department of Housing 
and Community Develop- 
meat; plus an additional 
$210,421 from the Federal 
Emergency Management 
Agency. 

"We appreciatc the ef- 
forts of the governor in pro- 
viding the necessary funding 
for flood mitigation projects 
in Garrett County,” said 
Brad Frantz, director of the 
Garrett County Office of 
Emergency Management.

Directed by 
Hugh Johnson (his first, unless you want to count his

| stint as second wnit director for G.I. Jane), Caill Factor 


blends lousy screenwriting with a totally ridiculous 
premise, and flavors it lovingly with unrealistic situa 
tions and unfathomable directing choices 

¥irst, the ridiculous premise: Dr. Richard Long 
(David Paymer), ascientist working for the U.S. military, 
creates a chemical weapon which works great but acci- 
dentally kills 18 soldiers during an unauthorized test. 
Oops. Though it was Dr. Long who insisted on the test, 
he gets off scot-free while the soldiers’ commander, Capi. 
Andrew Brynner (Peter Firth) is court-martialed and 
sentenced to 10 years in Leavenworth for negligence. 
Even though he was against the test from the stact. 

Cut to 10 vears later: Long is still working on his 
weapon (he names it "Elvis"; in fact, it seems not to have 
changed one iota in 10 years. It is a compound which is 
activated by heat, so it must be kept frozen. If Elvis is 
allowed to warm up to 50 degrees, it will automatically 
"go off,” killing everything and everyone in its general 
area. Gee, I hope the fridge doesn’t go on the blink. 

After 10 years in the slammer, Brynner is ticked 
off both at Long and the U.S. governmen*. He decides to 
kill the scientist and kidnap Elvis to sell on the black 
market. But before he can get the compound, the mor- 
tally wounded Dr. Long takes it to his fishing buddy, Tim 
Mason (Ulrich), who runs a smali co:fee shop in town. He 
tells him to take it to the nearest military base and be 
sure to keep it on ice. And it just so baprens that at that 
moment Tim is getting an ice cream delivery from Arlo 
(Gooding), whose freezer truck is parked outside. 

The rest of the film is basically a chase, with Tim 
and Arlo trying to drive Elvis to the base while being 
pursued, threatened, and shot at by Brynner and his 
henchmen. It is fraught with the most terrible acting, the 
most trite actiun conventions, and pb-sita! impossibili- 
ties too numerous to count. Gooding and Ulrich, both 
respectable actors, are faced with a script (written by 
Drew Gitlin and Mike Cheda), which is an insult io the 
intelligence. An attempt was made at a sort of Lethal 
Weapon-style infusion of humor, but the comedy often 
involves Gooding’s homeboy posturing and racial stereo- 
types. I mean, Gooding actually seems embarrassed to be 
saying some of the lines he is forced to utter 


As Brynner, Firth is the most broad caricature of 


the military officer-turned-psycho, with the giinting eyes 
and the total lack of humanity since, as he puts it, the 
government "took that away from him." In the final reel 
it seems that. dineste it, ia hye fpmperise 
for an embarrasi: of real Ae tte oud — : 
and fiery special effects: And the final moments of film 
involve the most sexist depiction of female military 
officers since Stripes. With Chill Factor as a start for 
Johnson's directing career, he shows that, like Elvis’s

This is one of these scrip- 
twres that we need to frame and 
hang in ove bomes, cars, and of- 
fices, because it is the key to life 
when we encounter opposition, 
feel trapped or threetened by the 
challenge to leave the old bshind 
and step off into the new. When- 
ever in our lives we feel that we 
would rather return to the familiar 
misery of Egypt instrad launching 
off into the unfamiliarity of the 
promised land, we need to heed 
these words: “Fear not, stand firm, 
and see the salvatica of the Lord...”

In 
fact, they discuss pretty much 
everything in An American Love 
Story, a 10-hour documentary 
chronicling their lives. 

Love Story, created oy Jennifer 
Fox, begins Sunday, Sept. 12, 
and airs consecutive nights 
through Thursday, Sept. 16, on 
PBS’ American Playhouse 
(check local listings). 

It’s along the lines of An Amer- 
ican Family, the groundbreaking 
PBS reality series that followed 
the Loud family of California for 
two months in 1973. 

Consider how incredibly duli 
most lives — even the most ful- 
filling — would be on film. Just 
how interesting is it to watch 
someone reading the mail or re- 
cuperating? Yet this is the stuif 
of daily life. 

The biggest treat in the film is 
that if we're going to watch 
someone work, at least it's Sims, 
a talented musician. No one else 
looks quite as right in a beret or 
mumbles in that jazzman way as 
a man who plays the blues and 
means it. 

Fox lived with the family for a 
year and a half. “This wasn’t fly- 
on-the-wall filmmaking,” she 
says. “This was a living and cre- 
ative partnership that allowed us 
to create a much truer portrait of 
who they are, how they feel and 
how they live.”

During Fox's stay, Cicily went 
off to a white college and hated 
it. She then spent time in Africa, 
only to fall in love with a coun- 
try and a man she had to leave, 
returning home with malaria. 
Chaney, who looks far older 
than her 12 years, enters into the 
requisite preteen fight with her 
parents. She wants to date, but 
her dad remembers too well 
what 13-year-old boys are like. 

It is in the seventh episode, in 
which Wilson undergoes and re- 
covers from a much-nesded op- 
eration, that the documentary is 
at its best. Sims takes good care 
of her as she struggles to get bet- 
ter so she can watch Cicily be- 
come the first person in either 
family to graduate from college. 

The imponance of the project 
is that “we were able to explore 
the nature of love, family and 
race relations at the end of the 
millennium,” says Fox. “By 
jouking ai Uiis family, the view 
er will have a chance to reflect 
on society's prejudices as well as 


their own. 

Perhaps, although that’s a 
much loftier statement than the 
film delivers. Viewers might 
want to instead sper the 10 
hours actually meeting people 
from: other cultures. 

What An American Love Story 
shows is that all of us — no mat- 
ter what our race — eat, take care 
of one another, love our kids and 
worry.

Feeding During Shortages of Home-Grown Feeds 

This summer, drovght certainly has reduced the yields 
of home-grown feeds. It is very important that producers 
plan their strategies for the next few months, particularly

points should be considered in your feeding plans 


1

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1. Harvest the drought-stressed crops at the optimum 
stage. For example, even though your field corn, intended 
for silage, may be short and the ears not kerneled out 
well, you still should harvest at the optimum moisture 
content. Don’t decrease the feed value even more by 
ensiling to wet or to dry 


2. Have a nutrient analysis of all home-grown feed. In 


, 


all likelihood there will be a lot of adjustments from the 


normal feeding ration. Knowing the feeding values is very 
critical in formulating the feeding ration and selecting 
alternative feedstuffs 

3. Grains cannot be a substitute for forages. Forage dry 
matter intakes in conventionally fed dairy herds should be 
at least 1.40 to 1.60% of the body weight daily. Forage dry 
matter intake should be at least 1.20% of body weight 
daily for heifers. 

4. Rations can look very good on paper. Make sure you 
weigh the different feedstuffs to assure the animal is 
actually consuming what is suggested in the ration. 

Jud Heinvichs and Virginia Ishler, Penn State Universi- 
ty, have published 2 very good fact sheet "Feeding During 
Shortages of Home-Grown Feeds." This publication has 
excellent guidelines for selecting alternative feedstuffs 
based on nutrient values and costs. If you would like a 
copy, contact my office. 

Vegetable Gardening Tips: 

This is the time to begin succession planting of cool- 
season greens like spinach and lettuce. Plant beets, 
carrots, kale, turnips and mustard for a fall and winter 
harvest. PulJ back the mulch from peppers, tomatoes and 
eggplant, aad sow a mixture of oats, winter rye and winter 
wheat as a cover crop. The cover crop will grow as you 
continue to harvest your warm season vegetables and then 
can be incorporated into the soil next spriag. 

Spider mites have been a major pest of many vegetable 
crops. this year. Gardeners sometimes mistake the symp- 
toms of mite feeding — chlorotic or bronzed leaves that 
turn brown and die — for drought or disease damage. 
Mites feed on the leaf undersides and can be seen by 
tapping infested leaves over a piece of white paper. Where 
mite feeding is severe, soap or oi] sprays can further 
damage foliage. Spider mites proliferate under hot, dry 
and dusty conditions. 

Blossom-end rot of tomatoes, pepper and watermelon 
is widespread due to droughty conditions. This nutritional 
disorder shows up on the bottoms of fruits as browa, 
decayed areas. Affected fruits should be immediately 
pulled off and discarded. Deep, regular watering and 
mulching will alleviate the problem. Gently work gypsum 
into the top 2 inches of soil around plants if the problem 
is severe. Take a soil test this fall and amend your soil 
accordingly. 

The fungai disease early blight is causing defoliation of 
tomato plants. It starts on lower leaves as small, dark, 
irreguiar lesions with a bulls-eye pattern and yellow balo. 
The disease spores splash up from soil onto lower leaves, 
but are also spread on wind currents. Prevent the problem 
next season by mulching plants with newspaper and straw 
to prevent soil splashing and by watering only around the 
base of your plants. Severe infections can be limited by 
copper or chlorothalonil fungicides. 

Cucumber plants that wilt despite watering are infected 
with bacierial wilt disease, transmitied by cucumber beetle 
feeding. The only solution is to remove and discard plaats. 

The second generation of squash vine borers is infesting 
squash and pumpkin plants and causing them to wilt. 
Sawdust-like excrement piled up outside an entrance hole 
in the lower stems is a sure sign of borer feeding. The 
cream colored larvae have brown heads and can be 
. lly” removed from the infested stem with a razor 

. Tape the incision or mound up soil over it, 
and your plant should continue to grow and fruit. 


Drought Tips 
For Tax Issues 
Given Farmers 


Farmers know that 
droughts, such as the one 
Maryland has experienced 
this summer, can wreak fi- 
nancial havoc on their busi- 
ness. The good news is that 
there are tax options that 
may help ease the burden. 

For example, there is the 
option of electing to post- 
pone reporting insurance 
and disasier payments on 
crop losses by one year un- 
der Section 451(d) of the 
tax code. Generally, this 
cannot planted or are 
damaged or destroyed by a 
natural disaster, and it cov- 
ers all insurance proceeds 
and federal payments re- 
ceived for resulting losses. 
Those q ing have the 
option of reporting the pay- 
ments as income the year it 
was received or as income 
the following year. They 
must file a separate form 
for each farming business 
they operate; separate busi- 
nesses are defined as those 
for which operators keep 
separate books and are al- 
lowed to use different 
methods of accounting. 

A document indicating 
an election to posipone re- 

porting must be attached to 
ws, 3 the return (or amended re- 
turn) for the tax year in 
which the payment was re- 
ceived.

If livestock (other than 
poultry) used for draft, 
breeding, or dairy purposes 
‘are sold because of a 
drought, the gain realized 
on the sale does not have to 
be reported if the proceeds 
are used to purchase re- 
placement livestock within 2 
vears of the end of the tax 
year of the sale. The tax- 
payer must show that the 
drought caused the sale of 
more livestock than would 
have been sold without the 
drought conditions. 

Farmers who live in an 
area declared a federal dis- 
aster area also may be eli- 
gible for a tax exception 
that allows them to post- 
\pone reporting the income 


from livestock sold because ~ f 
lof a drought by one year. _ 


| To qualify, the farmer must 
| show that the livestock 
would normally have been 
sold in a subsequent year. 
The sale can take place be- 
fore or after an area is de- 
clared a disaster area as 
long as the disaster caused 
the sale. 

Farmers choosing to roll 
over the gain or defer it to 
the next year must attach a 
statement detailing the sale, 
including: 

@evidence of drought 
conditions that forced the 
sale or exchange of the live- 

®amount of gain realized 
on the sale or exchange;

across your back, and severe thorn scratches show up on 
your forehead? Well, neither have I, but that’s what 
happens to Patricie Arquette in Stigmata, a Rupert 
Wainwright film about a very unlucky woman who 
recieves a gift and lives to regret it. Blending the 
bloodiest of Christian lore with the most ornate iconog- 
peo Wainwright crafts a visually rich film that is 
intelligent but emotionally dry. 

Frankie Paige (Arquette) is not the type one 
would expect to be a stigmatic. She is an atheist, and only 
the most devout are susceptible to the unfortunate 
condition of receiving the stigmata (the five wounds of 
Christ), according to Father Andrew Kierman, a priest/ 
scientist who works for the Vatican. According to Father 
Andrew (Gabriel Byrne), who has been assigned to 
investigate her case, there have been e few instances 
where mop eal cacy Christians have actually suffered 
physically from these five wounds — the hands and feet 

, the pps marks across the back, the slashes 

the crown of thorns, and finally, the wound in the 

side from the soldier’s spear. But ever since she recieved 

the rosary her mother sent her from Rome, Frankie is 

rone to violent attacks by unknown forces, bloodying 

from head to toe. While Father Andrew is studying 

her case, the two find an affection for each other that is 

more than they can pursue, and some startling informa- 

tion surfaces regarding the possible discovery of the 
Gospel told in Christ’s own words. 

Although Stigmata (written by Tom Lazarus and 
Rick Ramage)is a fascinating story, director Wainwright 
has failed to reaily get the tension going between his two 
leads. Arquette and Byrne seem distant; they play their 
separate parts with honesty but their meridewist en seems 
forced. Still the imagery is stunning, and the Lazarus/ 
Ramage script aptly shows the conflict of a non-believer 
being subjected to not only the pain of physical injury, but 
the dissoluticn of her entire belief system. 

Anumber of atmospheric elements employed by 
Wainwright add to the overall quality of the experience. 
Constant rain and the sound of water dripping keeps 
foremost in the mind the flowing blood of Christ; the 
virual darkness of the film adds a sinister feel. And the 
pounding of the doves’ wings sounds like a Harley 
convention. Occasionally the Exorcist-type effects seem 
a bit forced (I don’t think Jesus ever suffered the vocal 
drop and malamute eyes), but overall, the film’s tone is 
effectively disturbing without being over-the-top. kx **

After a few panicking weeks Tom asks Lisa to un- 
hypnotize him, but it seems to do no good. He becomes 
more obsessed than ever with "Samantha," who turns 
out to be a local girl who disappeared about six months 
ago. He also becomes more distant toward Maggie, while 
he and Jake trade information about what they're su 
posed to do next. Finally, Samantha treats Tom to the 
whole awful story, and the result threatens to rock the 
entire close-knit community. 

Stir Of Echoes is full of scary pictures and 
sudden, loud chords of jump music, as is the norm with 
this type film, and director Koepp (Trigger Effect) uses 
many trite conventions, like the old “zombie in the 
mirror” trick. But Bacon’s performance is what makes it 
more than just another dead-person-walking-the-earth 
story. Bacon is truly aman possessed; when he is di 
furiously in his back yard, he reminded me of Richar 
Dreyfus piling up the potatoes in Close Encounters Of The 
Third Kind. The Chicago accent is something new for 
him, and he incorporates it naturally into his acter- 
ization of cynic- turned-paranoid Tom. 

Thrillers like Stir Of Echoes dén’t expect to win 
awards. They don’t pretend to be high-brow entertain- 
ment. But what they should do is provide an adequately 
creepy story plausible enough to sustain the audience’s 
belief. For the most part, with its nice visuals and Bacon’s 
energetic tension, this film fulfills that task. If it doesn’t 
keep vou awake at night, Stir Of Echoes will at least

In the stories of Abrnham, Isaac, 
Jacob and Joseph, the basic rela- 
tionship between God and these 
people is that of covenant. God 
and ihe people make an agreement 
or a pact with each other. God 
promises Abraham that he and his 
descendanis shall be his people 
and he will be their God. This is 
the covenant relationship that is 
at the heart of their religion. Ia 
Exodus 19 God spells out come 
of the basics of this 
We call these basics ‘the Ten 
Commandments.’ 


Some of us have problems with 
commandments. The very fact 
that vve are commanéed to do this 
or not to do that often motivates 


Garden of Eden onwards, God's 
children resist him either pas- 
sively or actively or both. One 
woman said she didn’t like the 
Ten Commandments because they 
gave people ideas! She's right. 
The very fact that God says “Thou 
shalt not...” motivates some 
people to try out the very thing 
God forbids. 

GOD’S GRACIOUS ACTS 

We often fail to realize that the 
covenant between God and Is- 
rael—as well 98 between God and 
us—does aot begin with com- 
mandments. Before deliverirg 
them to Moses, the Lord says to 
him, “You have seen what I have 
done to the Egyptians, and how | 
bore you on eagles’ wings and 
brought you to myself...” (19:4). 
The covenant is always bised 
upon what God has already done 
for us. It is from this context that 
he says: “New, therefore, if you

The starting place of our rele 
tioaship with God is not with what 
he tells us he will do, but what he 
has already done for us. There 
came a time in my adult life when, 
if my parents asked me to do 
something, I id it, not so that they 
would do something nice for me 
but because cf what they had al 
ready done for me.many times 
over. | knew I could never repay 
the debt | owed them. Our rela 
tionship with God is similar: we 
start off with an indebtsdness we 
can never pay back.

OUR ‘EGYPTIAN 
SERVITUDE’ 

The Ten Commandments are 
directly preceded by these words:

You shall have no other gods 
before me” (20:1,2). We respond 
to God's si:ving us from our owa 
personal Egyptian servitude by 
promising to fcllow and worship 
no other gods. And so it is with 
each of the commandments: they 
provide a way of accepting what 
God has done for us. 

Wher we study the Ten Corn- 
mandments, we find that God 
does not command us to do or not 
do this or that sizaply because he 
wanis us to toc the mark. Each 
commandment tries to protect us 
from the consequences that follow 
the breaking of them. 

So, these commandments are not 
for his sake, but ours. If we wor- 
ship other gods, greven images. 
take God's name in vain, violate 
the Sabbath, fail to honor our per- 
ents, kill, commit adultexy, steal, 
bear false witness and let our- 
selves be consucwed by covzious- 
ness, we are the losers, not God. 
Our lives are enriched when we 
keep our promises and they are 
impoverished when we do not. 

So, God gives us the command- 
ments, not to restrict us, but to 
enrich us and we keep our prom- 
ises for the came reason.

Crop Notes: 

- So far we have analyzed about 25 corn silage samples 
for nitrate conteat. I am pleased to report that all samples 
had low nitrate content. I don’t believe we are going to 
have a serious problem; howevei, if you have corn that 
was drought-stressed it maye wise to have it checked just 
for the peace of mind. 

- T have been in contact with about 59 hay producers 
in Iowa that have hay for saie. That list is available upon 
requesi. Several area farmers have purchased hay from 
Iowa and seem to be satisfied. The cost is around 
$140/ton delivered for alfalfa. 

- [have some farmers looking for high moisture corn. 
if you have some {or saie please let me know. Also, I have 
had several calls on how to price corn silage. There are 
complicated ways to figure the price; however; the sim- 
plest way is 6 times the price of a bushel of shelled corn 
equals 
Eight times a bushel if you harvest and put it into the silo. 

» The summer drought put a lot of stress on the estab- 
jished and new seediings of alfalfa. 1 would suggest that 
you consider applying 200 pounds of potash per acre this 
fall to increase the winter hardiness of the siand. 

Sustainable Agriculture Research 
and Education (SARE) Grants: 

This is a funding program that is directed to farm- 
ers/growers who want to try something new on their farm 
such as a technique for adding value, a new crop, or a 
method of direct sales, for example. The goal of the 
program is to help farmers shift to sustainable and 
innovative production and marketing practices that are 
profitable, exviroumenially sound, and beneficial to the 
community. Grant funds can be used to rent equipment, 
buy materials, pay for project-related services like soil 
testing and technical advisors, and to compensate you for 
your time and the time your employees spend sceing the 
project to completion. The average grant is around $3,600. 

There are three types of grant offerings: the GRASS 
ROOTS program, the ON-FARM DEMONSTRATION 
rae and the AGROFORESTRY program. 

Roots proposals tend to rise from the ground. 
These are ideas you develop as you go about the daily 
business of managing your farm. These projects often 
reflect the concerns and the barriers to sustain ability 
specific to your crops or products and your area. You can 
experiment with a new crop or adding value, or perhaps 
explore and demonstrate a new way of marketing directly 
to the public. 

The on-farm demonstration program addresses ideas 
that have come to light over the past decade of SARE re- 
search in sustainable agricuiture. SARE is currently 
accepting on-farm demonstration applications for: control- 
ling apple pests; transitioning to intensive grazing; using 
a mixture of rye and vetch as a winter cover crop; replac-

According to written 
reports, Jerry E. Weimer 
22, was killed when a large 
limb fell and struck him on 
the head as he was working 
on a job in Fayette County, 
Pa., for Custer Logging 
Company of Frostburg. 

Fellow workers told 
authorities that Weimer was 
out of their sight when the 
accident happened, accord- 
ing to a report in the Her- 
ald-Standard of Uniontown. 

An officer of the Whar- 
ton Township (Pa.) Police 
said an 18-foot limb of 1.5 
inches diameter apparently 
struck Weimer-after it fell 
75 to 100 feet. Fayette 
County Coroner Dr. Phillip 
Reilly said Weimer suffered 
lethal head trauma despite 
the fact that he was wearing 
proper safety gear, includ- 
ing 2 hard hat. 

Weimer was born June 
17, 1977, in Meyersdale, 
Pa., a son of John E. and 
Debbie M. (Nicol) Weiner, 
Frostburg (Garrett County). 

He was a member of St. 
Ann’s Catholic Church, 
Grantsville. A 1995 gradu- 
ate of Northern High 
School, he was a former 
member of 4-H and VICA.

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Maryland high schools 
have a high success rate in 
prepering students for col- 
lege-level studies, according 
to a new report from the 
Maryland Higher Education 
Commission 

Nearly 90 percent 
dents who completed thé 
college prep curriculum 
were prepared for college 
Eaglish classes and over 85 
percent met college stan- 
dards for reading, according 
to the Student Outcomes 
and Achievement Report 
(SOAR). 

SOAR, published annval- 
ly by the Higher Education 
Commission, measures the 
success of recent high 
school graduates during 
their freshman year at insti- 
tutions in Maryland. The 
report released this week 
reflects the college experi- 
ence of over 15,000 college 
prep students who graduat- 
ed from Maryland high 
schools in 1997 and en- 
rolled in Maryland colleges 
and universities in 1997-98. 

"SOAR has consistently 
shown us that the great ma- 
jority of students who grad. 
vate from Maryland high 
schools aud go on to col- 
lege heve are well-prepared 
for the demands of college 
work,” said Patricia S. Flor- 
estano, the secretary of 
higher education. 

“But,” the secretary said, 
"it is also evident that we 
need to do a better job of 
encouraging students to 
take an interest in mathe- 
matics and master this in- 
cr important sub- 
ject." Twenty-three percent 
of 1997 graduates attending 
Maryland colleges required 
math remediation. 

With the growing impor- 
tance of technology, Flore- 
stano said, it is “vitally im- 
portant” for graduates to 
have good math skills. 

Florestano pointed out 
that the over-all percentage 
for math remediation re- 
flects the mandated open

Through the Maryland 
Partnership for Teaching 
and Learning K-16, a joint 
effort of the Higher Educa- 
tion Commission, the Uni- 
versity System of Maryland, 
and the Maryland State De- 
partment of Education, col- 
leges and universities and 
public high schools have co- 
operated to close the gap 
between high school in- 
struction and the expecta- 
tions of higher cducation 
institutions. 


SOAR was first pub- 
lished by the Higher Ednca- 
tion Commission in 1993 to 
provide high schools and 
school districts with feed- 
back on the academic suc- 
cess of their graduates. 
Since 1996, the report has 
distinguished between col- 
lege prep (core) and non- 
college prep (non-core) 
graduates using individual 
student data trom the Edu- 
cation Testing Service 
(SAT) and the American 
College Testing Program 
(ACT). 


Students in the core 
category have completed a 
course of study required for 
admission to a University 
System of Maryland campus 
— four years of English, at 
least three years of math, 
three or more years of so- 
cial science or history, two 
or more years of natural 
science, and at least two 
years of foreign languages.

TEA WITH MUSSOLINI 
Rated PG - Running Time: 1:56 - Released 5/14/99 

A year ago, Roberto Benigni was the talk of 
Hollywood and the world with his award winning Italian 
film La Vita @ Bella, or Life Is Beautiful. Now, like 
Benigni, director Franco Zeffirelli has released a quasi- 
autobiographical! film set in the same time and place, 
about the same subject: the growing Fascist movement 
in Italy in the 1930s, which eventually led tothat nation’s 
alliance with Hitler’s Germany. Tea With Mussolini is a 
beautiful film with numerous excellent performances. 
Like Benigni’s masterpiece, it is tinged with humor even 
though it covers a dark and tragic subject. But unlike La 
Vita, which focused mainly on one family’s experiences, 
this film follows several plot lines interwoven together. 
Ita attempt to tell three separate yet interrelated stories 
is ambitious, but the result is a touch overcomplicated. 

One story is about a boy named Luca (played at 
first by Charlie Lucas), who is orphaned after the death 
of his mother and the abandonment and remarriage of 
his deadbeat dad. Luca is adopted by his father’s eecre- 
tary, a British woman named Mary (Joan Plowright). She 
attempts to teach him right from wrong, and he grows 
into an admirable young man. But as tensions grow 
between Italy and the Allies, Luca’s father decides the 
English way is not for him. He sends Luca off to Austria 
to be introduced to the Fascist ideology. However, when 
Luca returns (played as a teenager by Baird Wallace), he 
has not lost his love for Mary, and he shows this despite 
the fact that she has become his country’s enemy. 

The second story is about the ladies of the British 
consulate, who are respected menibers of the community 
until Italy declares war on England. Suddenly these 
extremely proper ladies (cf which Mary is one) are 
considered enemy aliens and imprisoned by the govern- 
ment. The most dowdy member of the group is Hester

She is I] Duce’s biggeet fan, and even 
secures a meeting with him where they have tea and he 
assures her that no harm will come to her or her friends 
Though Hester’s faith in the dictator survives far beyond 
everyone e!se’s, she eventually comes to realize her tea 
with him was nothing but a placation 

Finally, there is the story of a wealthy American 
woman named Elea(Cher), a perfect example of "nouveau 
riche,” who is despised by Hester and many of the other 
proper British ladies. Elsa is flamboyant, loud, and 
garish, all of which spells vulgarity to Hester. But she is 
ulso good-natured and fuil of spirit, and she dearly loves 
Luca, since his deceased mother was her best friend 
Like Hester, she soon finds herself the enemy, and is 
undone by an Italian man in whom she had placed her 
trust. Also present is Lily Tomlin as Elsa’s sister Georgie, 
a brash lesbian grudgingly tolerated among the stuff, 
British women, and Judi Dench as Hester's eccentric 
friewd Arabella, whose love for art and animals aimost 
gets her killed on several occasions 

With. such a talented cast, this film could hardly 
go wrong. Itis rich with beautiful performances by dames 
Smith, Dench, and Plowright, as well as Cher in one of 
her best works to date. Zeffirelli, director of such films as 
Jane Eyre and the TV miniseries Jesus Of Nazareth, 
based the film on his own story, with writing help by John 
Mortimer. The only trouble is, he wants to cram too 
much information into his story, resulting in a film that 
is disjointed instead of dovetailed. Pacing problems make 
it seem longer than it really is, but the good perfor- 
mances and beautiiul italian settings (and artworks) are 
its saving graces. k*k**k'4 


FOR LOVE OF THE GAME 
Rated PG-13 - Running Time: 2:17 - Released 9/17/99 

Can anyone else out there guess what Kevin 
Costner’s hobbies are? I can just see him talking to his 
agent: "Get me any movie where I get to ride horses, eail, 
or play baseball. And, of course, make it with the babes.” 
After Chasing Dreams (1982), Bull Durham (1988), and 
Field Of Dreams (1989), one would think there isn’t much 
else Costner could do on the ballfield. But in Sam Raimi’s 
For Love Of The Game, he stars as Billy Chapel, the 
Detroit Tigers pitcher reliving his broken reiationship 
while playing his last game. Costner probably always 
dreamed of pitching in the majors, but unlike the mil- 
lions of other guys with the samme dream, he has the 
dough (and “~~ hee company) to make his fantasy 
come true on , 

For Love Of The Game is co-written by Michael 
Shaara, who wrote the book, and Dana Stevens, (City Of 
Angels). The story opens with Chapel! learning in the 
same day that his club is being sold, he is being traded to 
another team, and his girlfriend of 5 years is leaving him. 
In a story typical of Costner films, he is being unjustly 
dumped on for not being perfect. And then he goes on to 
show us that he is perfect. 

Besides being so astonishingly unoriginal as to 
star Costner, Raimi’s Game suffers from other problems. 
The choice to open with Chapel’s worst day attempts to 
meke us sympathize with a character that has not been 
established yet. Eefore we know him well enough to feel 
anything, we’re supposed to be weeping big salty tears 
about his two-pronged rejection. I had trouble caring. 
And the subsequent flashbacks regarding his stormy 
relationship with Jane (Kelly Preston) does no more to 
establish goodwill. For instance, here’s how they met: he 
stops on the highway when he sees her kicking her rental 
r immediate reaction to hie approach is to 
dismiss him as another horny motorist. He says he’s just 

ing to help with her stalled automobile, but later 
admits he really knows nothing about cars. So.. . he is 
just another horny motorist. She says she doesn’t just 
jump in the sack with guys she meets on the expressway, 
but that’s exactly what she does — after she discovers 
he’s a famous ballplayer. On their first date, Biliy prom- 
ises to ask only three personal questions. One of them is 
“How do you like to be kissed?" Urp. 

As the film progresses, we see the story of Billy's 
diminishing talent as a pitcher, even though at this 
game, his last roar as a Lion, he doesn’t exhibit any signs 
of the failure everyone's talking about. In an unbearably 
stupid gimmick, he achieves focus by saying to himself, 


"clear mechanism,” whatever the heck that means, 
causing the crowd sounds to fade to a whisper and 
eve ing except the batter and his catcher (Jchn C. 


Reiily) to go out of focus. Then he strikes em cut one by 
one. And, uh — why ere they trading him again? 

The film does have its g points, primarily 
director Raimi’s clever stucture, intercutting between 
the present (Billy’s last game) and the past (his previous 
games and evolving relationship with Jane). Also helping 
immeasurably is the performance of teenager te 
Malone (Contact, Stepmom) as Jane's daughter. Malone, 
when she’s finally. introduced, provides a satisfying coun- 
terbalance to the couple’s otherwise boring troubles. 
Costner’s pretend pe Ha is just as nauseating as ueual, 
but he’s certainly able to get into these baseball! star 
parts, perhaps becausg he was one back in high school. 
Preston is forgettable as "this week's blonde,” adding her 
name to a list of women wooed by thie poster boy for the 
strong, silent type. **'4

Every deer hunter knows that deer can detect the smeil 
of humans long before the hunter even knows that there 
are deer in the vicinity. The hunter in-the-know can turn 
the deer’s reliance on scent to ihe hunter’s advantage. 

The first step that can be taken is to eliminate human 
scent from any clothing to be worn in the kunt. Begin by 
washing hunting clothes and accessories in a sent eliminat- 
ing, scent-free laundry detergent. These clothes can be 
siored in plastic bags with dirt, leaves, and other natural 
smelling items. There are commercial products available 
through outfitters that impart a fresh earth scent to cloth- 
ing if the "real thing” makes storage and transport incon- 
venient. There are commercially available "cover" scents 
designed to mask the human odor. 

During the rut, scents such as doe urine, dominant 
buck urine, and doe-in-estrus are effective. Later in the 
year, food-based jures can work well. Curiosity or calli 
lures in concentrated far reaching aromas can be used 
anytime. Check with your cutfitter for products that are

FALL IS FINE FISHING 

The fishing action for chain pickerel and northern pike 
has already started to pick up on Deep Creek Lake and 
can be expected to peak in late September and October. 
Recently, a 30-pius-inch northern was registered at John- 
ay’s Bait House by Ivan Brewer and Tim Sciulio of Pitts- 
burgh lost a monster at the boat when it rolled and the 
monofilament slipped into its teeth. Some hot areas for 
northerus should be any of the shoreline off Holy Cross 
Camp, the cove inside Paradise Point, Beckman Isiand, prom 
and ky Valiey Cove. Try shiay spinners, flashy spoons, or 
large shiners if you are into live bait. Chain pickerel will 
atiack most anything that imitates bait fish ‘ncluding 3- 
and 4-inch. grubs with twister tails. 

Last week I had a chain pickerel chase a Rattletrap 
and, as I lifted it from the water to cast again, the pickerel 
became airborne, hitting me in the shoulder and falling in- 
to the boat

@Don't “buy into” the 
mental illness stigma pres- 
ent in society: Mentally ill 
people are not “bad" they 
are sick.

STEVEN SPIELBERG: MAGI- 
CAL FANTASIES AND RIVET- 
ING REALITIES 


Steven Spielberg directed five of 
the world’s 25 highest grossing 
movies. Yet, the Academy snubbed 
him until his first serious work, 
“Schindler's List,” swept seven 
Oscars, including Best Director and 
Best Picture. 

Recently, he added to his Oscar 
collection with “Saving Private 
Ryan,” the scarimg WWII epic that 
reconfigured how Holiywood por- 
trays war, eschewing previous sani- 
tized or sentimentalized versions for 
a more realistic portrayal. Biography 
magazine recounted Spielberg's 
Obsessive eye for detail. For example, 
since many D-Day survivors remem- 
bered dead fish washing ashore 
Spielberg had dead fish strewn along 
the beach for the film's harrowing 


opening. 

He and wife Kate Capshaw, who 
met when he cast her in “Indiana 
Jones and the Temple of Doom,” 
have seven kids, ranging from three 
to 22 ~ Jessica (from Capshaw's first 
marriage), followed by Max (his only 
child from his 10-year marriage to 
Amy Irving) and five younger sib- 
lings, including two adopted black 
children. Every morning, doting dad 
makes pancakes, cavorts with the 
kids and transports them to school, 
making sure to always be home for 
dinner. 

His parents’ marriage was not so 
idyllic. Filmmaking provided him an 
escape early on and then into college. 
A Universal TV exec discovered him 
at a film festivai and hired the 2!- 
year-old to direct a Joen Crawford 
movie. He went on to helm other TV 
shows and inovies until his talent for 
creating uail-biting action sequences 
catapulted him to fame with “Jaws.” 
Thea came “Close Encounters...,” 
the “Indiana Jones” trilogy, “E.T.,” 
“The Color Purple,” “Jurassic Park,” 
“Lost World” and “...Private Ryan,” 
not only revealing Spielberg's hi-tech 
f/x wizardry but also his talent at 
coaxing memoiable performances 
from actors. 

Other upcoming projects include a 
film about Charles Lindbergh and an 
adaptation of “The Cat in the Hat.” 
As he said, “I dream for a living.” 
And he enables millions to dream

The four-legged tables were safer 
because they could not be tipped over 
as easily. The tables, made so the top 
was abou the height of the bed, often 
had one or two drawers to hold night- 
time necessities.

The card design was copied for a 
set of 1888 tobacco cards, which 
were inserted into packs of cigarettes 
made by the Kinney Tobacco Co. 

In 1974, Tiffeny reprinted the face 
cards from the set.

Ciinics Slated 
By Health Dept. 


Ihe Garrett County 
Health Department will be 
offering influenza aad 
pneumococcal immuniza 
tions during October and 
early November. These im 
munizations will be offered 
at G.W. Plaza (across from 
Fitzwater Furniture Store in 


Mtn. Lake Park) and vari 
ous Other locations through 
out the county 

Cost for the 
vaccination will be $8 
Pneumococcal vaccination 
will be available at a cost of 
$17. Individuals will be re- 
quired to provide their 
Medicare card or Medicare 
replacement card (e.g., 
FreeState, Maryland Physi- 
cians Care, Medi-First) 
when registering for the 
vaccination. For individuals 
with a Medicare replace- 
ment card, the primary phy- 
sician will need to provide a 
referral in order for the 
vaccination to be given at 
the clinic. 

According to a health 
department spokesperson, 
pneumococcal pneumonia is 
a serious disease that is re- 
sponsible for a substantial 
number of illnesses and 
deaths in the United States. 
Pneumococcal disease is 
caused by a bacteria which 
can lead to serious infection 
of the lungs (pneumonia), 
the blood stream (bactere- 
mia), and the covering of 
the brain (meningitis). Peo- 
ple at greater risk from the 
disease include those 65 
and older, the very young, 
and individuals with other 
health problems such as al- 
coholism, heart or lung di- 
sease including asthma, kid- 
ney failure, diabetes, HIV 
infection, or certain types of 
cancer. 

Influenza, or flu, is 
caused by a virus with typi- 
cal symptoms such as an 
abrupt onset of fever, ach- 
ing, sore throat, headache, 
chills, extreme malaise 
(tiredness), and nonproduc- 
tive cough. Influenza can 
lead to viral pneumonia.

one’s awareness of the real- 


ity of breast cancer and the 
risks of developing the dis- 
ease. This is only an initial 
step. 

Once aware of the po- 
tential threat of breast can- 
cer, we may begin to look 
into the options for re- 
sponding. It is certainly 10 
secret that a visit to the 
doctor’s office for a routine 
check up is a great place to 
start, if it is aot already a 
regular practice. 

For some people such 
medical appoiniments are 
not routine because of the 
cost involved or the lack of 
insurance coverage. These 
are no longer inhibiting 
factors for women seeking 
cancer screenings 

During the last couple of 
decades there have been 
enormous strides in making 
cancer screening available 
and affordable. The Centers 
for Disease Coutroi (CDC) 
in Atiante funcs a program 


that wars targets 
in age up 
ah ck of of eee: 
Besse and 


ana pot screening 
program is olfered locally 
through the Garrett County 
Health Department to all 
eligible womea. The word 
“eligible” often precedes a 
list of qualifications 
that exclude the majority of 
people. The CDC was striv- 
ing to reach as many people 
as possible when establish- 
ing the guidelines for this 
program. 

To receive cancer screen- 
ing through the local CDC 
program, a woman must be 
40 years or older; not have 
health insurance or not yet 
have met the deductibie; 
and be a Garrett County 
resident. The financial 
guidelines are based on 
family size: $20,600 for one; 
$27,650 for two; $34,700 for 
three; and $41,750 for four. 

When filling out the ap- 
plication for the program, 
there’s no need to bring a 
birth certificate, tax forms, 
pay stubs, and all manner of 
paper work. The idea is to 
get people to sign up and 
be screened, not bog every- 
one down with filling out 
forms. 

Through the program, 
the participant receives a 
free pap test, free pelvic 
exam, free clinical breast 
exam, free mammogram, 
and information on breast 
care and detection of breast

The steady whirring of a 
two-stroke engine was car- 
ried on the breeze.

Gascline Prices 
In Maryland Hit 
Two-Year High 

Gas prices for Maryland 
have taken another jump, 
making them the highest 
level since September 1997. 
Self-serve regular unleaded 
gasoline averages $1.25 per 
gallon for the state of 
Maryland, up 3 cents since 
August. "Comparing the 
price to 1998, the increase 
is substantial," said Myra 
Wiemian, pubiic relations 
manager, for AAA Mid-At- 
lantic. "Last year at this 
time, we were paying an 
average of $1.05 per gallon, 
20 cenis less than this year." 

"OPEC's production limi- 
tation, a proposed change 
in environmental regula- 
tions, and the consistent 
rise in demand for gasoline 
are ail factors contributing 
to this price increase. With 
cold weather coming, con- 
sumers will! not only be pay- 
ing more at the pumps, but 
could also be paying more 
to heat their homes,” Wie- 
man added. 

Maryland continues to 
fall slightly below the na- 
tional average price of gas- 
oline, which is $1.28 per 
gallon.

the health department pro- 
gram.

Shelly had a mammo- 
gram through the Centers 
for Disease Control's breast 
and cervical cancer screen- 
ing program, which is local- 
ly sponsored by the Garrett 
County Health Department. 

The mammogram was in- 
conclusive. This too had 
happened to her before. 
But this time the results 
would be different. Previ- 
ously, lumps which Shelly 
had detected were deter- 
mined, through biopsy, to 
be benign. "So you begin to 
think, “OK, here we go 
again.’ Only this time the 
biopsy was different,” she 
said. The results came back 
— The cancer was malig- 
nant, 

It was a Monday when 
Shelly, the mother of four, 
got the test resuits.

body he or she will live in 
Christ, Shelly said. "I held 
on to that." 

By Tuesday, however, 
she felt herself giving in to 
despair. "That was the low 
point for me,” Shelly said. 
She dug down deep in her 
sould, grabbed hold of her 
faith, and hung on. She 
slipped off alone to the 
church at 4 a.m. to try and 
find solace and strength and 
sense iu the situation. It 
was an uphill struggle for 
her.

FHFH has been success- 
ful partly because of its 
simplicity, Wilson said. 
Once legally harvested, 
tagged, and field dressed, 
all venison is donated by 
hunters, farmers, airports, 
military instailations, and 
agricultural facilities to 
their nearest FHFH meat 
processor. Processors are 
paid from an FHFH ac- 
count, and the meat, rough- 
ly 50 pounds per deer, is 
picked up by local food 
banks, where it is quickly 
distributed by member 
agencies like the Salvation 
Army, church feeding min- 
istries, emergency assistance 
organizations, and chil- 
dren’s homes. 

FHFH started as a joint 
venture between a few con- 
cerned individuals and 
Maryland’s DNR two years 
ago.

— has been processed and 
provided to create over a 
half million meals to the 
ucedy.

Continued from Page A-1 
retail and service sector, 
traffic along Route 219 will 
only get worse. We are re- 
viewing and incorporating 
input we received from lo- 
cal citizens in the recent by- 
pass informational meeting 
at Southern High School, 
and will be presenting our 
finalized list of alternatives, 
including the no-build op- 
tion, in a formal public 
meeting at the high school 
on November 18. 

"We hope to present a fi- 
nal selection next spring.

The total cost of the 2.4- 
mile bypass project, if con- 
structed, will be in the $30 
million range," said Wil- 
liams. 

Oakland mayor Asa Mc- 
Cain later told the gath- 
ering that the Oakland 
Town Council had recently 
weighed in with its recom- 
mendation for a bypass 
route. "The council has vo- 
ted to endorse bypass align- 
ment Alternate 3, Option 
A-1," he said, referring to 
the state’s latest alignment 
proposal, which would tie 
the northern terminus of 
the bypass in to the existing 
Rt. 219 approximately 3,000 
feet north of Olid Rit. 219. 
The new option was formu- 
lated to account for traffic 
issues stemming from the 
proposed Wal-Mart Super- 
center after several meet- 
ings between state officials 
and representatives of Wal- 
Mart’s engineering firm. 

"The town council, as 
well as the Board of County 
Commissioners, has sent a 
letter to the state officially

Road Takeovers 
In what Gerrett County 


commissioner Ernest Gregg’ 


termed as one of the coun 
ty’s “top priorities,” he and 
fellow commissioners Wen 
dell Beitzel and Fred Holli- 
day asked the siate officials 
to take over both Sand Fiat 
and Glendale roads. "These 
two heavily traveled roads 
will need more maintenance 
as their use increases,” Beit 
zel said, while Sen. John 
Hafer added thai “these 
roads serve as important 
short cuts to Deep Creek 
Lake. They get a lot of use 
all year through.” 

The possibility of a 
trade-off of responsibilities 
was mentioned by Gregg, 
who said that discussions 
are under way that would 
involve the county taking 
over maintenance of some 
spur roadways off 1-68 in 
return for the state taking 
on Sand Flat and Glendale 
roads. 

Sky Valley Rd. 

The possibility of chang- 
es to the T-intersection of 
Rt. 495 and Sky Valley 
Road near Swanton was 
raised by Del. George Ed- 
wards. Poor visibility and 
the steepness of the curve 
as Rt. 495 approaches from 


the north have been cited 
as contributing factors in a 
number of mishaps, includ- 
ing an accident this past 
winter that resulted in the 
deaths of two county resi- 
dents. 

"We've completed a trai- 
fic survey of that intersec- 
tion,” said Fred Crozier, 
SHA district eer, "We 
have a concept we're 
working on that would 
straighten out the S-curve 
just before Sky Valley Road 
meets Rt. 495; this proposal 
would move the intersection 
point to the south a short 
distance." 

Airport Improvements 

David Moe, president of 
the Garrett County Cham- 
ber of Commerce and co- 
chair of the transportation 
work group of the Western 
Maryland Economic Devel- 
opment Task Force, said 
that’ improvements to thie 
Garrett County Airport 
should be a high priority. 
He said that his task force 
work group will request

Louisiana should play a role 
in alleviating air transporta- 
tion woes across the state’s 
westernmost counties. 

Mass Transit 

Sam Carnaggio, director 
of operations for MDOT’s 
Mass Transit Administra- 
tion, told the gathering that 
Governor Glendening wants 
to triple mass transit rider- 
ship in rura! areas of Mary- 
land over the next 20 years, 
“While the number of [mass 
trausit] trips in the rural 
area is small in comparison 
to the Baltimore-Washing- 
ton metropolitan area, 
substantial percentage gains 
in ridership can be gained 
for relatively modest expen- 
ditures compared to the 
metropolitan area," be said. 

Carnaggio said that the 
county will receive over 
$300,000 from the state to 
imcrease mass transit rider- 
ship, adding that a major 
portion of those funds will! 
likely be used for the pur- 
chase of more buses by the 
Garrett County Community 
Action Committee 
(GCCAC), the only public 
transportation provider in 
the county. 

A mass transit advisory 
panel composed of mem- 
bers drawn from around the 
State has been soliciting 
input from officials and 
citizens in each county of 
the state since the panel 
was formed two yéars ago. 
A discussion session hes 
been slated for Tuesday,

THE 13TH WARRIOR 
Rated R. - Running Time: 1:42 - Released 8/27/99 

There’s nothing like a gocd old-fashioned Viking 
movie to get your blood going. And there’s plenty of blood 
going in Antonio Banderas’s latest star vehicle, The 13th 
Warrior. It is helmed by Michael Crichton, who sur- 
rounded himself with a talented creative team and thus 
achieved splendid results. Crichton hasn't directed in 10 
years, but he is assisted by Die Hard 3’s John McTiernan, 
whose most recent project was The Thomas Crown 
Affair. Crichton also penned the rovel Eaters Of The 
Dead, on which the film is based, but again sought aid on 
the final text from scriptwriters William Wisher (Termi- 
nator 2) and Warren Lewis (Black Rain). 

Based on the 10th century heroic poem Beowulf, 
The 13th Warrior is the dark tale of an Arab poet who is 
sent away as an abassador to Scandinavia. d ibn 
Fahdaian (Banderas) is a deeply religious Muslim, and 
insists that he is not a fighter, but soon finds himself part 
ofa 13-man | cari the rest are Norsemen) being sent 
to seek and y a mysterious enemy that is terroriz- 
ing a village. Though a newcomer to the p, he learns 
their language faster than E.T. learned “phone home,” 
and soon fits in as well as any Arab can arnong Vikings 
who constantly ridicule him for his diminutive horse. 

ing to the king (Sven Wollter) and queen 

(Diane Venora), “unnamed terror" has killed most of 
the men in town and — here’s the good part —eaten their 
remains. Honey, could you open up another can of fava 
beans? Some say it iooks like a bear but walks like 4 man, 
ithas claws about yay long, and only attacks during foggy 
nights. After a coupie of rather lopsided battles, the men 
discover their adversary to be a tribe of cannibals who 
wear bear pelts, and heads, and claws, and live in caves 
like their animal heroes. So Ahmahd and the decide 
to make like ferrets and root them out of there. Along the 
way, he learns of Norse traditions like ale made 
from honey and boiled cow urine as a disinfectant (it 
works because the germs can’t stand the smell). 

Although the subject matter is not too pleasant 


and the gore is turned up to 11, Crichton’s film is an 
excellent Nordic war story. Banderas does a fine job as 
the conscientious objector forced to wield a broadsword 
with the best of them (actually he fashions himeelf a 
scimitar so he can feel more at ). The settings are 
beautifully rustic, a sort of cross between Braveheart and 
Monty Python And The Holy Grail. The balance of the 
cast is excellent; they are mostly Scandinevian actors 
with the exception of Venora and Omar Sharif (in a brief 
appearance eas Ahmahd’s interpreter). Notable amon 

them is Vladimir Kulich as the leader of the pack, —— 
Dennis Storhgi as Ahmahd’s always optimistic buddy. If 
you're a fan of armas and armor, clanging and guys 
with long, blond braids hanging down their backs, then 
this is your film.

MUMFORD 
Rated R - Running Time: 1:36 - Released 9/24/99 

Remember that episode of M*A*S*H, where the 
new surgeon comes to the camp and he’s really good, but 
then it turns out he’s not really a surgeon? This is the 
premise of Lawrence Kasdan’s Mumford. Kasdan, direc 
tor of The Big Chill and writer of Raiders Of The Lost Ark, 
The Empire Strikes Back, and Return Of The Jedi, has 
reason to be proud of this quiet little film about a smal! 
town psychologist who, after treating (and clearly help- 
ing) many of the troubled townsfolk, is forced te aamit he 
never really went to medical school. I would not exactly 
classify Mumford as a comedy (although it has plenty of 
hilarious moments); it’s more of a behavior study. Its 
humor is not written into the script, but derives from the 
subtle personality quirks of its rs, brought out 
expertly by its talented cast and director, Not since 
Cookie’s Fortune have I seen auch a well-developed 
community of characters blended into a cohesive whole. 

It’s noaccident Dr. Mumford (Loren Dean, Apollo 
13) has the same name as the town he lives in; you see, 
he moved to Mumford because the town bore his name. 
"[ thought it was a sign,” he says. It’s not until much later 
that we learn that Mumford is not really his name, and, 
in fact, nothing about him is as it appears. 

After a while, Dr. Mumford has treated m 

ple and gotten to know the community quite well. 

Skip Skipperton (Jason Lee, Chasing Amy), the young 
billionaire who owns a succeseful modem manfacturing 
company, seeks Dr. Mumford’s services as a companion 
more than as a therapist — it seems, since moat of the 
townspeople work for him, Skip has trouble forming 
meaningful relationships. Henry Follett (Pruitt Taylor 
Vince) has such a low self-esteem that he’s not even in his 
own romantic fantasies. Althea Brockett (Mary 
McDonnell, Dances With Wolves) seems to revel in her 
emotional dysfunction by filling her home with mail- 
order merchandise. And Nessa Watkins (Zooey Deschanel,

Schallert also seemed 
concerned that so few local 
retailers are not doing some 
basic business practices such 
as mainiaining a data base 
on customers or having a 
presence on the World 
Wide Web. “Customers are 
walking in and out of these 
stores, and the business 
owners have no idea who 
they are and no way of 
keeping track of what 
they’ve purchased,” he said. 
Schallert saw the combina- 
tion of cusiomer-tracking 
and the use of E-mails to 
announce to customers in 
an electronic newsletter 
irom individual merchants 
as a positive means to in- 
sure a steady cash flow. 

"Not only do many of the 
Oakiand businesses have to

Water for Cattle - How Much is Enough? 

The drought we are now experiencing has made water 
a acatce item on many farnis. Water is the most essential 
nutrient for life. Cattle can live many days or a few weeks 
without food, but will die in few days without water. 
Water needs to be fresh, clean and plentiful to ensure 
maximum intake. Temperature of the water does not seem 
to affect cattle very much. Research indicates that cattle 
readily drink water that is 40-90 degrees F. Waier intake 
will vary with environmental temperatures and diyness of 
the feed. Cows eating lush grass on a cool spring day will 
drink much less water than cows grazing on the same field 
in the middle of the summer. A good rule of thumb is, 
cattle need 1.5 gallons of water for every 100 pounds of 
body weight. 

Chemical Control of Broadieaf Weeds in the Lewn: 

Jn lawns where broadleaf weeds have beccme a prob- 
lem, an application of an approved herbicide may be 
necessary for their removal so that the turf can be im- 

through better management and cultural practices.

control. Several materials are available for broadleaf 

control, but different weeds are susceptible to 

different products.

Frequently, two or more different herbicides are sold as 
pre-packaged mixtures. Most of the materials discussed 
are sold by several manufacturers, often under different 
trade names with different formulations and concentra- 
tions.

READ and FOL- 
LOW the labe! directions on the herbicide container 
carefully. Applying rates too low inay result in inadequate 
control, while applying rates too high can also reduce 
control and injure the turf.

Jobless Rates 
Fall In August 


As seusonal labor ievels 
began winding down, Mary- 
land’s labor market made 
its normal adjustments in 
Augusi. The unemployment 
rate dropped by 6.3 per- 
centage points to 3.6 per- 
cent, as employment de- 
clined @nd the labor fores 
receded, Summer workers 
ended their seasonal jobs 
and began exiting the labor 
market. 

"While seasonal jobs in 
the state begin to diminish 
during August, hiring is 
taking place in other indus- 
tries,” said John P. O’Con- 
nor, secretary of the Mary- 
land Department of Labor, 
Licensing and Regulation. 
"These and other positive 
economic indicators include 
the witmployment rate 
remaining lower than the 
national level! help to dem- 
onstrate the strength of 
Maryland's economy.” 

Meanwhile, Garrett 
County’s jobless rate also 
dropped, from 7.2 percent 
in July to 6.4 percent in 
August. The August 1998 
rate was 8.0 percent. 

Nationally, the unem- 
ployment rate declined 
from 4.5 percent to 4.2 
percent, resulting from a 
drop in the labor force. 
Locally, 16 jurisdictions 
registered unemployment 
fates at or below the state- 
wide average during Au- 
gust. Unemployment lows 
include 1.9 percent in 
Montgomery County, 2.1

For my 
money, it’s hard to beat squirrel hurting though for a 
combination of challenge, gratification, and good eating. 

Another thing about squirrel hunting is that it is darn 
good practice for the rifle deer season that comes in a bit 
later. What could be better “conditioning” for deer hunters 
than to sharpen their woodsmen skills by spotting a fairly 
elusive prey, getting into position for a shot, aligning their 
sights and squeezing off a good shot with a .22 long rifle 
shell? Really, the discipline of hunting with a scoped 
firearm, regardless of caliber, is pretty much the same. So 
deer hunters, sharpen your sights cf that .270 on the range 
and polish your skills on the bushyiail. 

Another advantage \o aunting squirrel with a .22 is that 
the meat isn’t peppered with shot. Try putting the cross- 
hairs right on the ear. If you make a good shot, it's a 
clean kill with no meat ruined, if you miss, it’s a clear 
muss.

Lisa Fratz Bonar credits 
the Small Business Devei 
opment Center at Garrett 
Community College and the 
staff of the Tri-County 
Council for helping her 
reach her goal of becoming 
a restaurant owner. Until 
brought to her attention re- 
cently, Bonar said she had 
ali but forgotten the year- 
book comment. "It said that 
I would own a restaurant 
before I was 40," she re- 
called, and then leaned 
forward to whisper her age. 

Annie’s Kitchen, named 
for Bonar’s paternal grand- 
mothez, boarding house 
owner Annie Fratz, is 
housed in the former 
Goehringer’s Restavrani, 
where Bonar started work- 
ing last October for owner 
Joho Goehringer. “In March: 
I became manager. When 
John decided to sell, he 
suggested I buy the busi- 
ness,” she said. She took 
possession in July. 

At first, Bonar recalled, 
Goehringer’s suggestion had 
a "far out" dreain-like qvali- 
ty to it. But she tect the 
thought play around on the 
fringes of her mind aud 
gradually take hold. Ronar 
said she recalled listening to 
some televangelist on. one 
of those wee-hour-of-the- 
morning-when-you-can’t- 
sleep broadcasts. "She said 
that when you decide to 
stop being mediocre and 
decide to be excellent, 
God's blessings will chase 

down.” It all clicked 
lato place for her.

The purpose of the 
SMDC is to work with in- 
dividuais in taking a busi 
ness concept from the 
dream stage into realty. The 
process includes demogra 
phic analysis, marketing 
plans, sales projects, finan- 
cial assessment, and identi 
fication of funding sources 

Majors met with Bonar 
many times as they worked 
through the developmeat of 
the start-up phase and 
future of Annie’s Kitchen. 
The result was a very de- 
tailed business plan. 

Armed with the plan for 
Annie’s Kitchen, Majors 
connected with the Tri- 
County Couacil of Western 
Maryland. The agency pro- 
vides partial start-up financ- 
ing for individuals who 
meet a stated criteria. 

Tim Cooper of the Tri- 
County Council explained 
that the individual submit- 
ting a business plan for 
funding consideration must 
have previously applicd to a 
bank, been roved for 
the majority of the amount 
needed, but still need an 
additional amount of fund- 
ing. 
"The second qualification 
is that the proposed busi- 
ness will either retain or 
create a number of jobs in 
the community,” Cooper 
added. 

Bonar met both require- 
ments of the Tri-County 
Council. "I was convinced 
by Lisa’s business plan that 
she knew what she was do- 
inz. When J met her and we 
talked a while, I was abso- 
lutely certain of it,” Cooper 
stated. 

Since taking title to the 
business in July, Bonar and 
her staff of 18 have been 
developing a menu that is 
both varied and simple 
enough to be available at 
all times. The result was a 
six-page menu of breakiasi 
items, including Yoder’s 
meats, homemade soups 
and king-size sandwiches,

Gypsy Moth Population on the Increase 

Accoriling to the Maryland Department of Agriculture 
(MDA) Inspectors, the gypsy moth egg masses are on the 
increase. The lower section of the Deep Creek State Park 
has a large egg mess population that will require spraying 
next spring. I would recommend that you survey your 
woodlots for egg masses. If you find several egg masses 
you may want to have the MDA do an accurate egg mass 
couat to determine if you should take control measures 
next spring. There is a cost for the survey starting at $40 
for 25 to 50 acres, $75 for 51 to 100 acres, and $95 for 101 
to 200 acres. If you are interested in a survey contact

Are You Low on Water for Animals? — Need to Hurry 

Garrett and Allegany counties have been approved for 
the Emergency Conservation Program due to the drought. 
If you want cost assistance for improving the water supply 
you must apply at the Farm Service Agency by October 
12, 1999. Practices eligible for up to 50% cost-share 
assistance include installing pipelines or other facilities for 
livestock water, constructing and deepening wells for 
livestock water, and Ceveloping springs for livestock water.

@Carotenoids, which pro- 
duce yellow, orange, and 
brown (sumac leaves) colors 
in such things as corn, car- 
rots, and daffodils, as weil as 
rutabagas, buttercups, and 
bananas. 

@ Anthocyanins, which give 
color to such familiar things 
as cranberries, red apples, 
concord grapes, blucberries, 
cherries, strawberries, and 
plums.

moisture in the soii also 
affects autumn colors. Like 
the weather, soil raoisture 
y from year to 
year. countless combina- 
tions of these two highly 
variable factors assure that 
no two autumns can be exact- 
ly alike. A late spring, or a 
severe summer drought, can 
delay the onset of fall color 
by a few weeks. A warm per- 
iod during fall will also lower 
the intensity of autumn col- 
ors. A warm wet spring, fa- 
voralyle summer weather, and 
warm sunny fall days with 
cool nights should produce 
the most brilliant autumn 
colors. 

What triggers leaf fall? 

In early autumn, in re- 
& sponse to the shortening days 
and declining intensity of 
sunlight, leaves begin the 
processes leading up to their 
fall. The veins that carry flu- 
ids into and out of the leaf 
gradually close off as a layer 
of celis forms at the base of 
each leaf. These clogged 
veins trap sugars in the leaf 
and promote production of 
anthocyanins. Once this sepa- 
ration layer is complete and 
the connecting tissues are 
sealed c ff, the leaf is ready to 
fall. 

What does all this do for 
the tree? 

Winter is a certainty that 
all vegetation in the temper- 
ate zones must face each 
year. Perennia! plants, includ- 
ing trees, must have some 
sort of protection to survive 
freezing temperatures and 
other harsh wintertime influ- 
ences. Stems, twigs, and buds 
are equipped to survive ex- 
treme cold so that they can 
reawaken when spring her- 
alds the start of another 
growing season, Teuder leaf 
tissues, however, would 
freeze in winter, so plaats 
must cither toughen up and 
protect their leaves, or dis- 
pose of them. 

The evergreens -— pines, 
spruces, cedars, firs, and so 
on — are abis te survive 
winter because they have 
toughened up. Their necdie-- 
like or scale-like foliage is 
covered with a heavy wax 
coating and the fluid inside 
their cells coritains substances 
ihat resist freezing. Thus the 
foliage of evergreens can 
safely withstand all but the 
severest winter conditions, 
such as those ia the Arctic. 
Evergreen needles survive for 
scme years but eventually fall 
because of old age. 

The leaves of broadicaved 


. These leaves are 


ly broad and thin and * 


are not by any 
thick pis, The fiuid in 
cells of these leaves is usually 
a thin, watery sap that freezes 
readily. This means that the 
cells could not survive winter 
where temperatures fall be- 
low freezing. Tissues unable 
to overwinter must be sealed 
off and shed to ensure the 
plant’s continued survival. 
Thus leaf faii precedes each 
winter in the temperate 
zones. 

What happens to all those 
fallen leaves? 

Needles and leaves that 
fall are not wasted. They d-- 
compose and restock the soil 
with nutrients, and make up 
part of the spongy humus lay- 
er of the forest floor that 
absorbs and holds rainfall. 
Fallen leaves also become 
food for numerous soil or- 
ganisms vital to the forest

Susan J. Crawford of 
Falls Church, Va. and Deep 
Creek Lake was installed as 
chief judge of the United 
States Court of Appeals for 
the Armed Forces recently. 
Her past jurisprudence ex- 
perience has included a 
partnership in the Oakland 
law firm of Burnett, Eis- 
wert, and Crawford, where 
she practiced civil and crim. 
inal law, and service as as- 
sistant state’s attorney of 
Garrett County. 


Judge Crawford, who was 
appointed to the court by 
President George Bush in 
1991, has previously served 
in federal appointments as 
deputy general counsel, 
then general counsel, of the 
U.S. Army; special counsel 
to the secretary of defense; 
and inspector general of the 
Department of Defense. 

The judge’s installation 
also marked the retirement 
of the former chief judge, 
Walter T. Cox II. A num- 
ber of dignitaries spoke in 
honor of the two judges at 
the ceremony, which was 
held in the historic court 
house on Washington, 
D.C.’s, Judiciary Square.

What’s more, the character of Mary Katherine 
Gallagher (created by Snannon)is hard enough to watch 
for the obligatory 5 minutes of every SNL episode. But 
surprisingly, Superstar is much more enjoyable than the 
sketches on which it is based, and Shannon’s perfor- 
mance is brimming with fun and energy.

new friends who are also social outcasts. Among them 
are Helen (Er:my Laybourne, in a hysterical debut 
performance), the friendly-but-overeathusiastic girl jock 
who grinds her braces-filled teeth with menacing vigor, 
and Slater (Harland Williems), the silent biker who is 
reputed to have committed some terrible crime. 

But the boy whose kisses Mary Katherine craves 
isn’t in the special class. He’s Sky Corrigan (Ferrell), the 
most popular bey in school, the biggest fcetball star and 
the best dancer, whojust happens to be dating Evian.

Superstar isn’t the best comedy of the year, but

Family Violence 
Report Issued By 
Police, Sheriff 


Local law enforcement 
agencies have released 
statistics on family violence 
for the month of Septem- 
ber. 

Garrett County Sheriff's 
Office reported four domes- 
tic violence complaints, four 
domestic violence assaults, 
and three arrests for do- 
mestic violence assaults. In 
addition, the GCSO issued 
14 domestic violence ex 
parte orders, four domestic 
violence protective orders, 
and four arrests for viola- 
tions of restraining orders. 

Tic. James B. Hovis of 
the Maryland State Police 
Regiona! Family Violence 
Unit stated that in Garrett 
County there were four 
reports of domestic vio- 
lence, three of which resuit- 
ed in arrests. In all cases 
victims were referred to 
local community resources 
for shelter, counseling, or 
advocacy.

The project's single larg 
est source of financing 
came from private equity 
investments, which were 
made through ihe National 
Equity Fund as a result of 


the low income housing tax 
credits awarded to Over- 
look by the Maryland Com- 
munity Development Ad- 
ministration.

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Acorn Poisoning Are Your Caitle at Risk? 


This discussion refers primarily .to cattle, the species 
most often affected by acorn toxicity. It also seems that 
cattle less than 2 years of age succumb to acorn poisoning 
more than do older animals; however, older animals are 


still at risk. Other species at risk include sheep. Goats and 
swine are more resistant to poisoning, and horses are 
rarely afiected (likely due to a unwillingness to consume 
acorns). Pets rarely consume, with red and black oak 


exhibiting greater toxicity than white oak. Acorns are most 
dangerous im toxicity and when there is little else to eat 
The fall is a risk poriod, when acorns and leaves fall and 
better forage dies back. Therefore, management plays a 
key role in preventing acorn toxic 


The toxins in acorns are called aieeiaden and are con 
verted in the body to tannic acid, gailic acid, and pyrogal- 
lol, all of which are very toxic to the kidney. It is the 
resulting kidney failure that causes the ciinical signs. Only 
a few pounds of acorns can kill cattle. Signs can develop 
over 2 to 14 days, or signs miay be present with the 
animals becoming progressively worse over many weeks. 
The number of animals affected in the herd can vary 
greatly, but of those showing clinical signs, up to 89% may 
die. Signs of acorn poisoning can include depression, lack 
of appetite, a gaunt and emaciated appearance, poor or 
rough hair coat, dependent edema (fluid buildup under 
the skin under the neck, abdomen, or on the legs), diges- 
tive disturbances (both diarrhea and constipation have 
been reported, with mucus covered or tarry stools), 
increased drinking, passage of copious amounts of urine 
which may contain blood, and death. 

FIRST AID: The most important step is to get the 
animals back onto plentiful and nutritious feed, and to 
limit stress, shipping and handling curing the recovery 
period. Also, make sure that plenty of fresh water is 
always available, since affected cattle cannot maintain 
their own water balance very well while recovering. Since 
this is a long-term chronic toxicity, there is iittle in the 
way of an antidote to relieve signs. Severely or more 
chronically affected animals may not recover, but the less 
affected animals may, and may return to previous rates of 
gain and milk production. A veterinarian will be able to 
assist in managemeat, and will be able to assist in emer- 
gency measures if large amounts of acorns were recenily 
cousumed, Beyond this, treatment is supportive and
